Compared sows fed nf-180 before and after far- 
rowing with unmedicated sows, Result: Sows re- 
ceiving nf-180 averaged 2 more pigs per litter at 
3 weeks. Pigs gained nearly 2 lbs. more apiece 
than pigs from untreated sows. Considerable scour- 
ing among pigs from untreated sows. 


College Test No. 2 


Continuation of above test, checking progress after 
early weaning.

From Our Readers 


If more of us would produce meat- 
type hogs it would help solve the 
pork problem. 

There is only one way to produce 
a No. 1 market hog. We first studied 
different breeds and found that the 
Landrace was superior for a lean- 
meat hog. So a few years ago we 
got a few purebred Landrace, and 
now that is the only breed of hogs 
that we have on our farm. Our con- 
clusion is that the breed of hogs 
plays the main role in producing a 
meat-type hog. 

We market our hogs at 200 
pounds, and at an average age of 
5 months. We feed a well-balanced 
ration, which however plays a very 
small role in producing a good meat 
hog. The hogs which we market are 
culls, which do not meet our goal for 
breeding stock, but all of them 
grade out No. 1 and bring a pre- 
mium, 

Just about a year ago we had test 
run on two shipments of hogs, they 
were purebred Landrace and Land- 
race-Hampshire cross. The Kahn 
Packing Co. of Cincinnati bought 
both shipments. On the first bunch, 
pure Landrace, they gave us 25c per 
ewt. premium and after running the 
slaughter test they sent us an addi- 
tional 50c per cwt. and said they 
were the best meat-type hogs they 
ever saw. They wanted to contract 
for our hogs, but we couldn't do that 
because we sell the top ones for 
breeding stock. 

We plan to build a testing station 
in which each and every litter will 
be kept separate and tested for feed 
conversion and rate of gain. Then 
two from each litter will be 
slaughtered for carcass data. This 
will be a great help to us in pro- 
ducing better pork.

Market Forecast 





Top out fed cattle on all good price rallies. 


The average consumer will have a few bites less 
meat this year than in 1959, in spite of the expansion 
of herds and flocks resulting from huge feed crops 
and favorable prices a year or two ago. Commercial 
production of meat is expected to be a record high 
of 26.7 billion pounds, against 26.1 billion in 1959. 
There'll be less pork, but more beef and veal. 

With about 3 million more stomachs to fill, meat 
supplies per capita probably will be about half a pound 
less than the 159.6 pounds last year. Meat imports 
are likely to be smaller this year, which means a 
further small cut in per capita consumption. 


BEEF CATTLE are in the expansion phase of 
the production cycle and in the early declining phase 
of the price cycle. Beef herds were increased 7% to 
a record high of 68.5 million on January 1, 1960, up 
4.6 million in a year. Half of the increase was in 
beef cows and yearling heifers, promising a material 
increase in the next beef calf crop. The total cattle 
population reached a record of 101.5 million, up 4.9 
million from a year previous. 

Present producing capacity of cattle herds prob- 
ably is 6 or 7 million head more than the approximate 
32 million cattle and calves slaughtered in 1959. Al- 
though profits are down, beef cattle prices are still 
high enough to spur expansion. Producers are likely 
to send 2 to 4 million more cattle and calves to mar- 
ket this year, and add 2 or 3 million more to their 
herds. 


FED CATTLE, especially the highly finished 
sort, probably will be steady to moderately lower in 
price in the next two or three months. Marketings in 
the last 3 months have been less than expected. Total 
beef supplies probably will gradually increase about 
one-tenth by June and will be considerably larger than 
a year previous. Long-fed, heavy cattle are likely to 
be especially plentiful and will bring but little more 
than 1100 lb, kinds. Good consumer demand for beef 
will prevent an extreme price drop compared with a 
year ago. 

Nonfed cattle prices probably will hold up rela- 
tively well until early summer. Supplies will be some- 
what larger than last year. Cows will be seasonally 
scarce through May. They may have less competition 
from imported processing beef than in 1959. 


STOCKER AND FEEDER cattle prices will be 
strong for another month or two. Although late 
winter has delayed spring growth, demand for graz- 
ing cattle is brisk. Springtime scarcity of offerings, 
packer demand for two-way cattle, good returns from 
feeding and the need for something to use wet corn 
will keep feedlot replacement prices strong. 

Top out fed cattle on all good price rallies. Move 
heavy kinds early. Sell plain fed grades closely this 
month and next. Buy grazing cattle with caution. 
Sit it out till late spring if “grass fever’’ becomes 
serious this month. Buy fleshy feeders for finishing 
for the early fall market if you can find them at 
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prices that will pay out at around $25-$27 for Choice 
fat cattle. 


HOG prices probably will move up sharply to a 
July or August peak, then will drop 20-25% to a fall 
low. Commercial slaughter will drop nearly a fourth 
by midsummer, then will increase by nearly a half at 
the peak of the full run. Market supplies in the next 
few months will be much the same as a year previous 
but will be supplemented by larger storage stocks of 
pork and lard. Late summer and fall supplies will be 
substantially smaller and prices higher than in 1959. 

The January 1 inventory showed 11% fewer sows 
and gilts over 6 months old than a year previous, 
or about in line with producers plans to reduce the 
spring pig crop. The number of other hogs over 6 
months, at 11.5 million, was 1.6 million more than a 
year previous, but nearly all those hogs have now 
gone to market. Numbers under 6 months were up 3%. 

Improvement in hog prices and the hog-corn ratio 
are slowing the cyclical decline in hog production. De- 
mand for breeding stock turned strong in midwinter. 
Spring farrowings, especially the April-May crop, may 
not be down quite as much as growers intended last 
spring and the cut in the fall crop may be no more 
than 5%. 

Top out hogs on price upturns. Hold them off 
the market on breaks, but get them sold at 230 pounds 
or less. Buy feeder pigs early this month. Crowd as 
many spring pigs as possible for market by mid- 
September. Plan to farrow about as many fall pigs 
as last year. 


LAMB prices probably will hold fairly well in 
the next 3 months. Fed lambs are being moved out in 
good time. Weather will keep down the early supply 


. of California “‘springers,” although they will come a 


little later. Promotion work by American Sheep Pro- 
ducers Council may increase demand slightly. 

Effect of the dressed lamb grading change on 
prices is uncertain. Standards for Prime and Choice 
were lowered about half a grade which should increase 
the supply, especially of Prime, and leave fewer Good 
lamb carcasses. This may narrow the price spread 
between Prime and Good. It will be easier to fit lambs 
for the upper grades and will reduce the proportion 
of the crop needing a turn in the feedlot. 

Top out on price upthrusts. Avoid overfinish and 
overweight. Creep-feed early lambs for May-June 
markets. 


WOOL prices probably will level off after their 
late winter dip, but are unlikely to rise during the 
shearing season as they did last year. World demand 
picked up on the price break. However, world mill 
usage probably has passed a cyclical peak, while world 
production continues near the record high. Domestic 
mill consumption of apparel wool this year probably 
will be less than the 266.7 million clean pounds used in 
1959, up 48.3 million pounds from 1958. Imports of

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Forage Crops Require High Fertility 


By Dr. Floyd Smith 


More and better forage crops are 
needed to aid the livestock industry 
in low fertility areas. Forage pro- 
duction involves more than produc- 
ing large amounts of carbohydrate 
roughage. 

When deciding what forage species 
to use, remember the protein needs 
of your livestock. Alfalfa is an out- 
standing producer of high quality 
protein. Over a period of 28 years at 
the Columbus, Kansas Experiment 
Field, alfalfa has produced an aver- 
age of 2.5 tons per acre of hay. 

Assuming average feeding value, 
this crop has produced an average 
of at least 900 pounds of protein per 
acre per year. It would require at 
least 26 bushels per acre of soybean 
seed to produce an_ equivalent 
amount of protein. 

In the same experiment and with 
the same treatment, the latter crop 
has yielded an average of but 14 
bushels per acre. Obviously when- 
ever your prime concern is protein, 
you should consider alfalfa. 

Red clover and other legumes are 
somewhat comparable in this regard. 
Most of these, however, are subject 
to the severe droughts. 


Mineral Composition of Forage 


The chemical composition of for- 
age is important in meeting the min- 
eral nutrient requirements of live- 
stock. Young growing cattle need 
approximately 0.4% of calcium and 
0.3% of phosphorus in their ration. 

Even fattening cattle need about 
half these amounts of calcium and 
phosphorus. Milk cows in produc- 
tion should receive 0.25 to 0.30% 
calcium and a similar amount of 
phosphorus. 

Forage species growing naturally 
on depleted soils supply far less than 
these minimum levels of good animal 
nutrition. Broomsedge, a_ species 
common in low fertility areas of the 
South, normally contains only about 
0.10% each of calcium and phos- 
phorus—well below the amount 
needed by any type of cattle. 

A good clover-grass mixture usu- 
ally contains sufficient calcium for 
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Soil fertility determines composition of forages 


all types of cattle, enough phos- 
phorus for fattening cattle, and a 
major portion of the phosphorus 
needed by young cattle and dairy 
cows. 

Pure alfalfa should provide enough 
of these for any class of cattle. 


Fertility for Legume Forages 


When you grow alfalfa or red clo- 
ver to insure large amounts of pro- 
tein for your livestock, your soil 
needs plenty of mineral nutrients. 
It requires about 75 pounds of cal- 
cium, 13 pounds of phosphorus (30 
pounds of P,O;) and 75 pounds of 
potassium (90 pounds of K.,O) to 
produce 2.5 tons of alfalfa hay. 

On the low fertility soils, alfalfa 
needs lime, phosphate, and potash. 
Lime primarily to reduce soil acidity 
rather than to satisfy any nutrition- 
al deficiency of this element. Lim- 
ing is the key to making phosphorus 
adequately available even when fer- 
tilizer is used. 

On the no-potash plots, alfalfa 
stands failed rather quickly and be- 
came very grassy upon this soil 
which was derived from sandstone 
parent material, 

Red clover was even more respon- 
sive to potash than alfalfa. This, no 
doubt, is due to its shallow-rooted 
behavior and its inability to pene- 
trate the subsoil where additional 
potash might be available. 


Nitrogen made the difference on 
this Bromegrass. Right none. Left 
100 pounds per acre. 


Fertility for Non-Legume Forages 


A successful forage program must 
include considerable grass to permit 
complete utilization of land and to 
extend the grazing season. Excellent 
forage species invariably demand 
high fertility levels to be productive. 

Bromegrass, a highly useful grass 
forage for many areas, synthesizes 
considerable protein, has a _ phos- 
phorus content approximately equiv- 
alent to alfalfa, and accumulates 
about as much potassium as alfalfa. 
To produce highly nutritious forage 
with minimum desired qualities as a 
cattle forage, bromegrass must have 
plenty of nitrogen and adequate 
phosphate. And to endure drought 
and maintain a good stand, it must 
have adequate potash on low fertil- 
ity soils. 

When mixtures of bromegrass and 
alfalfa are planted, remember that 
the grass uses potassium more read- 
ily and rapidly than the alfalfa. Ob- 
viously, when available soil potas- 
sium is limited, potash fertilization 
becomes even more important with 
mixtures than with pure alfalfa. If 
not, the grass will soon starve the 
legume and the seeding will revert 
to only grass. 

While certain grass species may 
seem better adapted to low fertility 
soils because of their lower nitrogen 
and mineral requirements, forage 
quality usually declines accordingly. 


Phosphate made the. difference on 
this alfalfa.

Produce low-cost forage and silage

® SILAGE at $1.28 per ton! 
That’s the amazing low cost it takes 
for Bernard Kruppa, LaGrange, 
Texas, dairyman to get his forage 
crops planted, harvested and into 
the silo. 

“For sorghum silage we have used 
Beef Builder, Northrup King, and 
Lindsey 115-F varieties,’’ Kruppa re- 
ports. “They all yielded the same 
about 35 tons an acre on 10 acres:

oats and clover planted in his per- 
manent pasture. Summer grazing 
consists of Sudangrass. 


Cheap silage is a by-product on 
the farm of Elmer Beckendorf of 
Tomball, Texas. Forage crops con- 
sist of Coastal Bermudagrass, Tift 
Sudangrass, Perennial Sudangrass, 
and cat-tail millet for summer graz- 
ing. Winter grazing is on oats, rye, 
crimson clover and vetch. 

“We do not plant any special crop 
for hay or silage for our dairy herd,” 
Beckendorf explained, ‘‘but use all 
surplus temporary pasture. We've 
never been out of silage in the last 
eight years!” 

This dairyman plants at least 1 
acre of temporary pasture for each 
milking cow and fertilizes according 
to soi] test recommendations. At the 
time of planting, he uses 300 to 350 
pounds of 12-24-12 or 13-13-13, then 
topdresses at least twice with 40 to 
50 pounds of nitrogen. 

Pastures are divided into 5 to 7 
acre plots with electric fences. 


“Coastal Bermudagrass is used for 
grazing, green chopping, and to make 


silage,’’ Beckendorf explains. “To 
get the very best feed, we cut a crop 
for silage or hay at about the stage 
it would make the most milk if 
grazed or green-chopped; that is, 
just before it heads.” 

The dairyman fertilizes Coastal 
Bermudagrass early in the spring 
with 20 tons of barnyard manure, 
then adds 300 pounds of 12-24-12, 
and topdresses several times during 
the summer. By heavily fertilizing 
Coastal Bermuda, he finds no dif- 
ference in milk production from 
green-chopping this compared with 
Sudangrass. 


Weldon Mauney of New Waverly, 
north of Houston, says, “I like to 
haul the pasture to the cows because 
I fee] it is cheaper to move the green 
feed than it is to move the cows. We 
green-chop sorghums until they 
reach the boot stage, then we put 
them in the silo. We've found that 
cows do not give their best milk 
production on silage that has ma- 
tured seed. Ryegrass makes up the 
main winter pasture since oats rust 
badly in this area.” 

Comparing common Bermudagrass 
with Coastal Bermudagrass, R. C. 
Potts of Texas A & M College says, 
“Common Bermuda makes a seed 
crop three or four times a year, and 
while it’s making seed, the quality 
drops drastically. On the other hand, 
Coastal] Bermudagrass does not make 
seed. Even with the same rates of 
fertilizer, you can make 50 per cent 
more total dry matter with Coastal 
than from common Bermudagrass.” 

Whether it’s silage, temporary 
forage crops or permanent pastures, 
Texas farmers and ranchers are in- 
creasing their profits by growing 
three blades of grass where one 
grew before—and at little or no in- 
crease in cost. 7 





Pasture Management-—lt’s a Must 


The stockman must have a 
thorough understanding of al] the 
factors influencing plant growth be- 
fore he can make intelligent decisions 
concerning the management of his 
pastures. The plants making up the 
major diet of animals on pasture be- 
longs to either the grass or legume 
family. Of these the grasses are 
perhaps most common. There are 
more than 6000 distinct species of 
grasses known to our scientists. 

The growing grass plant is com- 
posed of water (70 to 85%), carbo- 
hydrates, minerals and _ nitrogen. 
When the plant is dried and chem- 
ically analyzed, it is found to con- 
tain approximately 95% carbo- 
hydrates and 5% minerals and ni- 
trogen. The carbohydrates are man- 
ufactured by the leaves through the 
process of photosynthesis. The min- 
erals and nitrogen are obtained from 
the soil by the roots. The roots of 
the grass plant depend entirely up- 
on the leaves for carbohydrate ma- 
terial which is necessary for them to 
have in order to grow. On the other 
hand the leaves must obtain their 
supply of water, minerals and ni- 
trogen through the roots. The grow- 
ing point of the grass root is at the 
tip. This is where the cells divide 
and elongate. This growing point 
must be bathed in a moist atmos- 
phere and have a good supply of 
oxygen available in order to function 
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properly. The root tips of grasses 
wil] not penetrate dry soil; therefore 
in order for them to grow there must 
be moisture available to them. The 
roots of the grass plant arise at the 
joints or nodes of the stem at or 
near the ground surface. When 
plants are heavily grazed, many of 
the roots die because their source of 
carbohydrates, the leaves, have been 
removed. Thus, new roots will not 
be formed unless the soil is moist 
near the surface of the ground. Re- 
search has shown that when 90% 
of the tops of certain grass plants 
are removed, the roots fail to grow 
and no new roots are produced for 
a period of 30 days. Even when only 
50 to 60% of the tops are removed, 
the plants have 57 and 35 per cent 
fewer growing roots respectively at 
the end of 30 growing days than 
they did at the time the tops were 
removed. When only 40% of the 
tops of the grass plants are removed, 
the roots continue to grow and func- 
tion satisfactorily. Therefore, it is 
evident that there is a close relation- 
ship between the leaves and the 
roots. Thus, it is the responsibility 
of the stockman to manage his pas- 
tures so that the roots and leaves 
will work together. 

Quality of the forage consumed 
by the livestock is very important to 
the animal. The demands for quality 
forage vary with different kinds and

classes of livestock. Quality may be 
partially measured in the chemical 
laboratory by determining the 
amount of protein and minerals in 
the dry plant. There are many fac- 
tors which influence the quality of 
pasture plants. Some may be enu- 
merated as follows: variety or specie 
of plant, stage of growth (young 
plants are higher in quality than 
more mature plants), fertility of the 
soil, kind and amounts of fertilizers 
applied and the ratio of leaves to 
stems. (Leaves are much higher in 
protein and minerals than stems). 
Plants grown in soil deficient in 
nitrogen will be low in protein at 
any stage of growth. The application 
of phosphorus to a soil which is 
deficient in phosphorus may in- 
crease the phosphorous content of a 
plant 30 to 50%. Many soils are so 
low in essential minerals and ni- 
trogen that high quality pasture 
plants will not grow on them. 

The stockman, then must select 
plants that have the inheritability to 
produce quality forage. He must 
properly fertilize these plants ac- 
cording to the recommendations for 
his locality and grazing must be con- 
trolled in such a manner so as to 
leave a sufficient supply of top 
growth in order that the roots may 
obtain enough carbohydrates to 
support a vigorous, healthy top 
growth. 
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The other day I went back to a 
dear old hillside pasture to which a 
schoolboy had driven his cows every 
sun-kissed morning and back home 
again in the gloaming—his favorite 
This time I started at the toy 
of the hill and moseyed half-a-mile 
through iron-weeds, bull-thistles, lo- 
cust trees and walnuts to the creek. 
A hedge of poke-berry and sumac 
marked the fencerow, the posts en- 
twined with poison-ivy. Beyond the 
creek lay the fertile flat land of the 
stock-farm, the cornfields and alfalfa 
meadow. 

I couldn't argue that he was not 
doing all right producing meat and 
milk on his level land, but that old 
pasture got my goat and I raised 
the dickens about it. Gently, you 
because I was staying 
the night. “Well, what would you 
have done, if you're so smart? 
You can’t make a new pasture with 
that old pencil of yours, you know! 
Besides, those locusts will soon make 
fence posts enough for the whole 
place. Besides, Grandpa liked it that 

yay, and the cows did, too, Didn't 
you see those pretty patches of blue- 
grass and white Dutch in there?” 

Well, he had trumped my ace, so 
all I could do was to call for a new 
hand and ask if he didn’t think 
yeah, but wouldn’t Grandpa be glad 
to look down and see the bluegrass 
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and clover, with maybe a little fescue 
to give it bright green substance, all 
over the hill instead of those slippery 
elms and sour dock? Well, I could 
see I sure had him there. He grunt- 
ed. Which meant—Proceed: 


Sweet Soil, Free of Underbrush 

All right. First thing to do is to 
test that soil and find out just what 
it needs to support tall grasses and 
legumes. 

We've got to put on enough ground 
limestone to bring the pH up to 6.5, 
and we're probably short on phos- 
phorus, Maybe a little potash, too, 
though you say the hired man said 
he could burn off a corner that would 
make a good tobacco patch, if he 
could get a quota. For nitrogen we 
can depend on lespedeza, sweet clo- 
ver, or whatever legume we decide to 
put in the mixture. Certainly a 
couple loads of manure won’t hurt 
a thing. 

If this were level land, I’d say we 
should plow under the weeds and 
trash and then firm it up with a roll- 
er or cultipacker. But if it’s a 
hillside a disc harrow or a spike- 
tooth harrow will be o.k. The trash 
will hold the runoff, unless we get 
a gullywasher. 


Adapted Seed Mixtures 
Are Many 
Oh, the mixtures? 


Well, it de- 
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pends on where you live, of course, 
the climate, the soil, how you're go- 
ing to manage it. Guess we’d better 
ask the county agent. Or your Fu- 
ture Farmer could put it up to the 
Vo. Ag. teacher and the chapter 
could make a problem of it. 

In the pasture section at Farm 
and Home they said a mixture rather 
than only one kind of plant was the 
thing. One large and one small le- 
gume plus one large and one small 
grass would be four-square for a 
permanent pasture, say 10 pounds of 
Alfalfa, 1 pound of Ladino, 5 of 
Bromegrass and 3 of Redtop per 
acre. Or Bluegrass and Timothy, 
Red clover and White Dutch might 
fill the bill. It depends on the rich- 
ness and drainage of your soil, sandy 
or clay. 

In the South they have that won- 
derful Coastal Bermuda, Dallisgrass 
and Bahiagrass with Kudzu, Lespe- 
deza and Reseeding Crimson among 
the clovéers. 

In the Northern Great Plains the 
pasture folks list for seeding Crested 
Wheatgrass, Fescue, Mandan Wild- 
rye with Yellow Sweetclover, Straw- 
berry Clover and of course Alfalfa, 
Alsike and Ladino. 

In the Southern Great Plains Blue- 
stem, Bermuda, Weeping Lovegrass 
and Grama are recommended, with 


Vetch, Sweet Clover and Alfalfa. 
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In the Intermountain country you 
hear about Wheatgrass, Smooth 
Brome, Reed Canary, Fescue, Straw- 
berry Clover, Birdsfoot Trefoil, and 
of course Alfalfa. On the irrigated 
lands Brome and Alfalfa are part- 
ners, or Fescue and Ladino. 

On the Pacific Coast, besides the 
old standbys you run into Subter- 
ranean Clover, Flat Pea, Creeping 
Red Fescue, Meadow Foxtail. 


Rotating and Mowing 

I guess we could get a drill to 
stand on the hillside, but if not you 
could use a whirlwind seeder, or even 
broadcast it by hand. Grandpa was 
an expert at broadcasting by hand, 
remember? Well, all right, if you 
think you could. They said a firm 
seedbed is important; you should 
just barely leave a footprint, with 
those No. 11 brogans of yourn. Those 
little seeds don’t need to be buried 
very deep—about 5 times the width 
of the seed is about right. 

Now don’t get too anxious about 
turning in on your first year’s seed- 
ing. Give it a chance to establish it- 
self first. 

Every State Needs 
Pasture Program 

What I’m getting at is this: Why, 
while we’re waiting for the wheat- 
corn-cotton surplus to be resolved, 
why don’t we have a Green Pas- 
tures Contest in each of the fifty 
states? There’s one surplus we do 
not have any of—good farm pas- 
tures. It would reduce our cost of 
producing beef, milk, lamb and wool 
surely, and maybe pork, too. Best 
figures I can get declare that three- 
fourths of beef cattle sustenance, 
half of dairy cattle feed and 95 per 
cent of sheep provender come from 
forage. Talking with Dr. Charlie 
Barnhart before his Hamp won the 
carcass contest at the Louisville 
Barrow Show, he said that his 
studies at the University of Ken- 
tucky indicated that alfalfa and La- 
dino pasture for brood sows in the 
summer and small grain pastures 
during the fall, winter and spring 
months would cut down on concen- 
trates, improve litter size and lower 
cost per pig at birth. 

Senate Document 77, which proj- 
ects scientifically what you're in for 
through 1965—unless we get a con- 
structive national agricultural policy 
for the missile age—comes around to 
the fact that you livestock farmers 
have 460,000,000 acres of open per- 
manent pasture, Beside 320 million 
acres of grazing land not in farms 
and 115 million acres of woodland 
pasture, where a guy has to make up 
his mind whether he wants trees or 
pasture. 
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Extra Pasture-In a Hurry 


Extra pasture—like extra cash— 
is handy to have around in emer- 
gencies. 

Planted as soon as warm weather 
arrives, both Sudan and millet can 
be counted on for at least 5 to 6 
weeks of grazing. If they aren't 
needed for grazing, you can use 
them for silage. 

Recent trials in irrigated central 
Washington show how valuable ex- 
tra pasture like this can be. Test 
plots of Sudan and millet seeded sep- 
arately in May were ready for graz- 
ing by mid-June.

Swine Feeding in the Future 


Many American livestock people 
have sold “short” the role to be 
played by nutrition and its manage- 
ment in producing lean pork, Damon 
V. Catron, in charge of swine nuw- 
trition research at Iowa State Uni- 
versity, said. 

Inheritance is influencing carcass 
leanness 40 to 50 per cent at the 
present time. This leaves “plenty 
of room” for other factors such as 
nutrition and its management to ex- 
pand the development of lean pork. 
Danish research now proves that the 
nutrition of the baby pig up to 8 
weeks of age definitely affects car- 
cass leanness. 

Tomorrow's formulas for growing- 
finishing swine wil] be designed for 
producing leaner carcasses through 
the use of adequate protein, care- 
fully balanced with amino acids, and 
balanced protein-calorie ratios with 
special feed additives. 

Other trends in swine feed de- 
velopments in the future are: 

1. Rations formulated to enable 
animals to better adjust to extreme 
temperatures. 

2. Rations adapted to environ- 
mental conditions such as various 
disease levels in different locations. 

3. Supplements either ground or 
mixed into complete rations or me- 
ter-proportioned with grain auto- 
matically at the feed lot. 

4. Cost-controlled formulas ap- 
plying least-cost principles’ using 
new techniques in economic statis- 
tics. 

5. Formulas with “built-in” con- 
trol of intestinal flora by use of cer- 
tain kinds of nutrients and additives. 


gained a little over 114 pounds a 
day. 

Since a soil test showed plenty of 
potash and phosphorus in the soil, 
nitrogen was the only fertilizer used. 

To get the most out of emergency 
pastures like these, it’s best to graze 
them rotationally. Divide the field 
(with electric fence) into 3 or 4 
smaller pastures. Maximum feeding 
value will result if you stock heavily 
to graze the stand rapidly. Then 
give the grass a long recovery period. 

Keep in mind, too, that Sudan- 
grass should be 18 to 24 inches tall 
before it’s grazed. This eliminates 
the possibility of prussic acid poi- 
soning—something you don’t have 
to worry about with millet.

6. Liquid rations are likely to be 
developed as automation increases in 
the feedlots. They'll keep pigs on 
feed better and will be handled 
easier with simpler feeding equip- 
ment. 

7. Enzymes and “pre-digested” 
feeds will be used to get maximum 
utilization of nutrients, especially 
for baby pigs. 

8. More specialized additives for 
specific purposes such as controlling 
breeding seasons, carcass quality 
and diseases. 

Other influential factors in the 
development of tomorrow’s swine 
feed formulas will be the increasing 
degree of farmer education and man- 
ageria] ability, the increasing value 
of the time the farmer spends on 
studying and developing ideas as 
compared to his time spent in actual 
labor, the development of larger, 
fewer farms with larger investments, 
the availability of capita) and how 
the farmer decides to use it, the rel- 
ative technological developments in 
different areas of agriculture, such 
as crops, livestock and engineering. 

The government agricultural pol- 
icy, the amount of market differen- 
tials to be paid for quality products, 
geographical effects on production 
cost and what makes the farmer the 
most money are also factors that will 
affect the development of the new 
swine feeds. 

For the consumer population, pur- 
chasing power and the use made of 
food—whether for war or peace, for 
government purchase or consump-

Livestock Feeders Days

The amount of hay you're putting 
up is an important factor in decid- 
ing how complete a hay-making sys- 
tem you need, If you are handling 
200 or more tons of hay per year, 
you may be able to justify a heated- 
air drying system. If you handle 
less, you probably will want to con- 
sider one of the other type haying 
systems. 

For a small investment you can 
get a hay conditioner or crusher 
which will reduce the time the hay 
must lay in the field by one-half to 
one-third. 

Research results around the coun- 
try show that both the crusher and 
crimper will help considerably. Al- 
though the crusher is somewhat 
more efficient, reducing drying time 
by about 50 percent, the crimper is 
rated about even with the crusher 
because it is simpler to operate, al- 
though it speeds drying by about 
30 percent, somewhat less than the 
crusher. 

Of the two most common drying 
systems, platform and wagon, there 
is little difference except in labor. 
With the platform dryer, the hay 
must be put on and off the platform 
and research results show this labor 
difference costs about $1.25 more per 
tone for the platform dried hay. 

The platform patch type and 
wagon type dryer for the standard 
size heaters, with a five horse pow- 
er fan, will both dry about five tons 
of 35 percent moisture hay in 14 
to 16 hours at a cost per ton of $3 
to $3.50. 

The minimum cost of putting in a 
heated-air hay dryer, with all new 
equipment, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,600 dollars. 

This investment will give you a 
heating unit, tarpaulin, and four 
wooden stake-side wagons with 
slated floors. By applying some com- 
mon “American farmer ingenuity,” 
this figure can be cut to less than 
$3,000. This means using some good 
second-hand running gear and build- 
ing your own slat bottoms for the 
wagons yourself. 

To get top quality hay in the hu- 
mid coastal area, Scarborough 
strongly recommends the use of a 
heated air dryer. 

In comparing the differences in 
field-cured hay and heat-dried hay, 
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it was found that dry matter recov- 
ered from field-cured hay was 9,833 
pounds per acre, Dry matter recov- 
ered from hay, heat-dried from 45 
percent moisture, was 10,898 pounds 
per acre 1,065 pounds more for 
the heat-cured. 

The crude protein percentage for 
the heat-cured hay was 21.43 while 
the field-cured mixture yielded 18.29 
percent crude protein. The crude 
protein recovered in pounds was 
1,798 for the field cured and 2,335 
for the heat cured 537 pounds 
difference.

Could you buy hay of satisfactory 
quality at about the same cost and 
use the land and labor to produce 
other crops? 

Are you worrying about the right 
thing? Is it hay quality that limits 
your income? Or, could the money 
you would invest in a hay dryer be 
used better if spent on better cows, 
enlarging the farm, improving your 
barn, or buying an irrigation sys- 
tem? 

Will the extra milk due to addi- 
tional and better quality hay more 
than pay for the extra cost involved 
in hay drying?

down if spring weather is near aver- 
age. High moisture corn is still wet 
blanketing the corn market. But 
heavy feeding and usual drying out 
by spring winds will reduce the sup- 
ply and make much more of the crop 
eligible ror the loan. Impoundings 
are likely to be quite heavy by May 
31. Demand for processors, commer- 
cial feeders and exporters will con- 
tinue strong. CCC sales of nonstor- 
able corn may increase later. Sor- 
ghum prices will be strongly influ- 
enced by corn. Because of small mar- 
ket stocks, oats prices may be er- 
ratic, but they’ll be lower by early 
summer. Barley prices probably will 
weaken when the new California crop 
comes to harvest in May. 


Feed, sell or shift any high mois- 
ture corn you have in wide cribs. 
Open up narrow cribs on clear days 
to aid drying. Place under loan or 
purchase agreement corn dry enough 
to seal that you don’t need for feed- 
ing. Sell oats and barley closely dur- 
ing price rallies. If youll need more, 
stock up corn and sorghums soon, 
buy oats and barley from hand to 
mouth, Watch for bin-site sales of 
CCC corn. 


PROTEIN feeds may work a little 
higher by late spring because of in- 
creased demand for pig and poultry 
feeds. Buy a moderate inventory 
during price dips. Tankage, meat 
meal and soybean meal will be best 
bargins. 


HAY prices will work lower 
through late spring and early sum- 
mer. Buy only as needed.

Tranquilizers Doubtful 
for Molybdenosis 


University of California animal 
scientists at Davis and farm advisors 
in various counties report that “no 
significant gains” in weight have re- 
sulted from feeding or injecting 
tranquilizers to beef cattle in four 
experimental trials. 

Tranquilizers—one of the newest 
gain-getters to be boosted for the 
cattleman’s already-bulging medicine 
cabinet—just aren’t producing the 
extra pounds claimed by salesmen, 
said Dr. M. T. Clegg, Davis physiolo- 
gist. This is in sharp contrast to 
other published information, in 
which beef gains ‘up to 27 per cent”’ 
have been claimed. 

The evidence of California trials is 
certainly not conclusive, said Clegg, 
but results are so consistently nega- 
tive that it is reasonable to doubt 
that tranquilizers wil] ever regular- 
ly approach the value of other well 
established practices. Clegg pointed 
out that most of the University’s 
work has been with the injectable 
tranquilizers. In two trials the drug 
was fed to the animals. In neither 
case were tranquilizers beneficial. 

Although tranquilizers cannot be 
recommended to increase beef gains, 
they have, in some cases, proved 
beneficial when used only to calm 
young calves under stress. 

“From our work with tranquilizers 
it appears to us that the drugs will 
find their greatest usefulness in re- 
ducing excessive excitement in calves 
being weaned or transported,” re- 
ports Dr. P. C. Enge, Extension vet- 
erinarian at Davis. 

“If excitement is reduced, stress is 
reduced,” continued Enge, ‘‘and the 
calves are less susceptible to a dis- 
ease like shipping fever. Also, the 
calves will be quieter and there will 
be less damage to fences and cor- 
rals.” 

Several cases of tranquilized steers 
being injured during shipment have 
been reported, Enge added. Evident- 
ly the animals were over-drugged. 
They “went down,” didn’t care 
enough to get back up, and so were 
trampled. 

“This points up the danger of mis- 
using the drugs,” said Enge. “They 
should be administered only under 
the guidance of a veterinarian.” 

“The primary action of tranquil- 
izers is simply to change an animal's 
interpretation of his situation. Un- 
der circumstances that would ordi- 
narily cause panic or unrest, such as 
being moved to a new feed lot, the 
tranquilized animal will see no dan- 
ger and will remain calm.”

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Copper Glycinate 
As gain booster 


Injections of copper glycinate ap- 
pear to be the most practical treat- 
ment for molybdenosis according to 
experiments at the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Univ. of Nevada. 

Other treatments tested were cop- 
per sulfate and soil treatments. The 
copper sulfate was effective but was 
not practical for range cattle be- 
cause it is administered in the food, 
water, or salt. 

Molybdenosis is caused by an im- 
balance of copper and molybdenum 
particularly in high protein legume 
forages. 

The copper glycinate injections 
were first tested on two Nevada 
heifers known to have molybdenosis. 
Proving highly successful, it was 
then used in field trials in 1958 in- 
volving nearly 4,000 animals on 26 
ranches. Twenty-four of the 26 
ranchers requested injections for 
their cattle in 1959. 

The copper glycinate injections 
were effective for three months on 
young calves and six months for 
older cattle. Treated animals gained 
from three to 48 pounds more per 
month than untreated animals. 

Rate of gain of injected animals 
was governed by the quality of for- 
age. The high molybdenum content 
of the feed did not show any adverse 
effects except on untreated animals. 

Forages containing enough molyb- 
denum to produce poisoning usually 
grow in valleys or areas adjoining 
rivers, lakes and sinks, on land of 
poor drainage and high water table, 
and alkaline soil. The drainage usu- 
ally comes from granitic mountain 
areas rather than volcanic mountain 
areas. These conditions appear nec- 
essary but may not be sufficient to 
produce toxic forages. 

Symptoms of the poisoning include 
scouring, unthriftiness, rough dis- 
colored hair coat, dehydration, arch- 
ing of back, listlessness and weak- 
ness, brittle bones, and emaciation.
